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PREFACE. 



The present work givea, on a somewhat novel plan, a oomi^eto 
history of the United States from the earliest times to the present 
day. No work of the same compass coat^ns anything lllie so full 
and detailed a record of the events of that history. The work 
Iieing in ctm>noiogical form, events are recorded in the exact order 
in which they iiappened; and, In the case of important occurrences, 
the precise day is ^ven. The lilstory Is not a mere political record; 
but Inventions, discoveries, anil flnandal, economical, scientific, art, 
and literary matters, and the deaths of Important personages, are 
noted. One unique merit of a history modelled un the plan of the 
present work is that it will never become antiquated. The date 
of an Important event, once ascertidned, is fixed forever, hit being 
a matter of opinion, it Is not liable to change with the fluctuating 
results of historical critidsm. The future, consequently, will render 
necessary only the addition of the records of tlie years as they 
pass, so as to keep tiie work up to date. Though the greatest 
care has been taken to ensure accuracy. It Is too much to hope 
that, in the Immense multiplldty of events, names, and dates recorded, 
errors have not crept in. Should the reader note any such, the 
publishers will take It as a favor to 1m Informed of tbem, with t 
vieir to their correctloa hi subsequent odmons.

16B0, were: the Algonquin tribes, 90,000; the 
Sioux or Dakotas, 8000; the Hnron-CxiquoiB, 17,000: Catawbas, 
8000: Cherokees, 13,000; Uchees, 1000; Natchez, 4000: and 
Moblliaus, 50,000; or about 180,000 all told.

Madoc, a pHnce of Wales, accordinj- to tradition siJls westward 

with a fleet, and returns to report that lie had left his followers 

in a pleasant country. He departs again with ten ships, and is 

never heaid from again. 
1880. Nieoio Zeno sails into the Atlandc in search of adventures, visits 

Greenland, and reports in private letters the discovery of many 

strange lauds and islaiids not now in existence. 
1887. All the reports of Greenland voyages are collected in the "Codex 

F^toien^is, which is completed in 1395, and deposited in the 

monastery of Flato, Iceland, f 
1467. Columbus visits Iceland t>n a trading voyage, 
1484. AlonzoSanchez is reported to nave beendi-ivenbyastormtoland 

across the Atlantic, and to have found a refuge with Columbus 

on his return. 

1499. ColumbuB, with three vessels, sails from PaloB, in Spain (3 Aug.), 

and discovers one of the Bahamas (13 Oct., O.S.). [Its Identity 
is yet undetermined ; some think it was Cat Island, others 
Watiing, others Grand Turk j Capt. Fox, of the U. 8. Navy, 
thinks it was Samana or Atwood Cay.J Columbus discovers 
Cuba (38 Oct.) ; Hayli (6 Dec), and there builds a fort and 
leaves a settlement of 89 men (Villa de la Navidad). 

1498. He arrives in theTagus (4Ma^ch^, and in PaloB, Spain (15 March); 
salli fr.mCadlz i3SSep.t; discovers Porto Rico iNov.); reaches 
Uayti (13 Nov.), and Amis Villa de la Navldad burnt and desert- 
ed: he founds Isabella, Mayti (Dec.). 

1494. He discovers Jamaica (3 May). 

1496. San Domingo, in Haytl, Is founded (4 Aug.). 

1497. John and Sebastian C^bot discover Pritita Viita (probably C&pe

1500. The Portugueae, under Qaspar Cortereal, explore the coast be-

1501. He goes on a second expedition, witb two shi;>s, and brings away 

B7 natives for slaves ; his ship is lost and he is never heard of 
again; the other ship reaches Portugal (8 Oct.), with 7 natives.

1517. Francisco Hernandez de Cordoba sails from Cuba (Feb.) ; dis- 
covers and explores Yucatan ; touches at Florida ; and re- 
turns to Cuba. S. Cabot discovers the inland sea afterwards 
called Hudson Bay, 

1018. Juan de Grijalva sails from Cuba <1 May), explores the coatit 

from Yucatan to Panuco, and names the country Mexico. 

1019. Hernando Cortez, with 800 men, sails from Cuba (18 Feb.) to 

Mexico, and founds Vera Cruz ; he conquers Mexico (Nov.). 
The settlement at St. Cristobt^, Cuba, is transferred, under 
the name of Havana, to its present site. Three ships, under 
Alonso Alvarez de Pineda (sent by Francisco de Ganiy, gov- 
ernor of Jamaica), explore the coast from Florida to Panuco 
in Mexico, passing tiie moutii of the " BCiver of tbe Eoly 
Spirit" (Mississippi) ; Alvarez and many of hie followers are 
killed by the natives. 

1830. Spaniards from Hayti, under Lucas Vasimaz de Ayllon, explore 
the coafit of Chicora and Gualdape (S. Carolina and Georgia), 
as far as the river Jordan (San tee, or Combahee), and take oo 
two ship-loads of natives for slaves ; one of the ships is lost. 

1031. Pence de Leon returns to Florida, but is mortally wounded by 
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land — pasBee Uie mouthof the Chesapeake in ttie oighi.; Unds 
■ud sightH Ghesapeaks Bay, believing it to be the Western 
Sea (the Pacific or Indian Ocean, Mare Indicam) ; dlEcovers 
(Ap.)the Cape oC St. Mary (Sandy Hook), the N&rrows, Upper 
New York Bay, and the mouth of the "Qrande" or "Great" 
River (the Hudson); coasts aJong Long Island; discovers 
Luisa Islfuid (Block Island, R. L) ; anchors in Narragaoeett 
(31 Ap. to a May, O. S.) ; discovers Martha's Vineyard 
Nantucket; coasts along Maine to 43° N., and thence to 
10° N., and sails to France, reaching- Dieppe (July). He held 
intercourse ai\A traded with the natives at various points, 
and claimed for France the whole territory, which soon 
became known as Francesca. The portion from file Qreat 
River (Hudson) to the Gulf of St. Lawrence became known as 
La Terre ^Anormie Berge, " the Land of the Grand Scarp," 
so called from the Palisades on the Hudson, afterwards ab- 
breviated into Noromberge, Norembeige, Norumbei;ge, or 
Norumbega. 

ISSS. Da Ayllon sails from Hayti, with vessels, and 500 men ; 
again visits Chicora, but over 300 are Mlled by the natives, 
160 arrive at Hayti ; Ayllon dies (18 Oct).— A Spanish ship, 
under Stephen Qomez, ent«rs tne bays of "tue Land of 
Oomez " (New York and New Ikigland) m search of a north- 
west passage to the Pacific, and carries off a cargo of Indians 
as slaves. 

1S36. Verrazzana makes a third voyage to America, but he and 
some of his men are killed, nested, and eaten by the natives 
in presence of those on board ship. 

1S38. A party of 800 Spaniards, under Pamphilo de Narvaez, land 
(probably in Apalachee Bay, Fla.), journey 800 miles through 
uie interior, embark at Pensacolo, but are lost at sea except 
tour survivors, who, after eight years of hardship, reach the 
Pacific, at Sonora, through Mexico.

[The fresh- water lake 
on Manhattan Island then covered the iltstrict between what 
are now Franklin, Ehn, Duane, and Baxter Streets, and emp- 
tied into the Hudson at Canal Street In 1796 Jolm Fitoh 
navigated his steamboat on this. lake, which was then called 
the Collect Pond.] 

1541. Cartier sails from St Malo (May), erects a lemporaiy fort at 

Quebec, winters at Hoehelaga, and returns to France (June,

155S. Andr6 Thevet, a French geographer, on his return from Brazil 
to France, coasts along North America from Florida to New- 
foundland. 

2563. French Huguenots, under Jean Ribault, discover the river 
May (the San Matheo of the Spaniards, now the St. Johns), 
Florida (Ap.) ; build at Port Royal (8. C.) a fort, named Caro- 
lina after Charles IX. ; and leave 26 colonials. They are r«- 
duced by famine ; the remnant embark, and are picked up by 
an English vessel.

and in oompa^ with Huroiu discovara and explores Lakt 
(Champlain. (TW Five Nations were the Onondagae, Sene 
cas, Cayugas, Oneidaa, and Mohawks ; they occupied the 
country south ot Lake Ontario, from the Niagara Itiver totht 
Hudson. ) 
1609. An Anglo-Dutch expedition under Henry Hudson, sent by the 
Dutch Bast India Co. , soils from Amsterdam (4 Ap. ), sights 
Cape Cod and names the country New Holland ; discovers 
Delaware Bay (38 Aug. ); enters Lower New York Bav (8 Sep.), 
cmd the Hudson (II Sep.), wliich he ascends beyona Albany ; 
he namea the oouubry New Netberlanda. 
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1609. A new charter to tiie London Co. (28 May) limita their territory 

%o 900 miles north of Old Point (temlort. Smith's adminiBtf&- 
tiaa gives dissatisfaction to the oolonista, and he is deposed 
and sent to Ekig-land (Sep. ). The Co. appoint Lord Delaware 
governor.

^f^ goes on in Maine, and nearly half the satUemente are 
destroyed ; Anne Kackett, taken at Falmouth (Casco), es- 
capes in an open boat across Casco Bay (Aug-.). Edward 
Bandolph (agent of Mason and the Privy Council) anives in 
New England with a royal message requiring: submiaHion ; 
Massachusetts reluctantly yields, but sends agents to England 
to protest.

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1773. violation »i their Chartei', aud a bribe from the CrowD to the 
Qovenior, A town-meeting is held (28 Oct.), at whiqh a Com- 
mittee Is appointed to "tate the righu of the ColoiiiEts, and the 
iutringementa of them. The Committee repovta the following 
list of grievances! the attempts to tax the Colonies: the Act 
requjriiie persocu to be sent to England for trial in certiiiii 
cases; the restraints on Colonial manufactures, espedally wool 
and Iron; and the alleged scheme to establish bisliops In Am- 
erica. Franklin has the repoit printed in London, \vith a pi-e- 
face of his own.- 

Mrs. Ann Lee ("Mother Ann," the founder of the Shakers in 
America) emigrates from England (May) to America and estab- 
lishes there "the Church of Christ's Second Appearing." 

About 300 German families emigrate from Maine to S. Caro- 
lina. About 6000 negi'oes are ijnpoi-ted into S. Carolina. 

The revenue schooner Oa*pS, employed in NaiTagansett Bay, 
having become obnoxioua to the people, Is burnt by a pwty 
from Provideuee (June); a reward of £600 Is offered for their 
discovery, hut though tbey ai-e well known, no legal evidence 
can be obtained against them. 

In the English Court of King's Bench, Lord Mansfield, in 
the case of James Somersett, an American slave, decides (22 
June) that slavery is not " allowed or appi-oved by the law of 
England," a decision which liberates about 14,000 or 15,000 
persons in England, who had hitherto been deemed slaves^. 

Umbrellas are llrst Introduced into the (J. S., from India. 
:'73. Gov. Ilutchineon objects to the Boston Committee's reportasu 
denial of the supreme authority of Parliament; but the Coundl 
and the House of Representatives reply, maintaining the report. 
The reply is sent to llie Virginia Assembly, then in session 
(Feb.), which appoints a Committee (March) to investigate 
the relations of the Colonies, and to correspond with the other 
Colonies on the subject; Lord Dunmore, tlie Governor, dis- 
solves the Assembly. Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Pennsylvania, and Maryland appoint ^mi- 
lar Committees — the first steps toward the political union of the 
Colonies. 

fWvato letters written by Gov. Hutehinson dispara^ng the 
popular leaders iji Bilassachusetta are madepublic there, and the 
General Court addresses the King (9 June) requesting his speedy 
removal. 

Connecticut assumes Jurisdiction over the Wyoming settle- 
ment, and incorporates It as the town of Westmoreland, and 
part of the county of Litchfield. The Pennsylvania Assembly 
constitutes the same region the county of Northumberland. 
The dispute is taken before the Kingin Council, buttlie decision 
being delayed. Guv. Penn makes unavailing efforts to expel the 
Coonectiout settlers. Territorial disputes arise between Penn- 

Elvania and Virginia as to Pittsburg and the district west of the 
Lurel Mountains. 

The HarylandJaitmal andBaitiinoTe Adaertiaer, the first news- 
paper in Baltimore, is issued (20 Aug.). 

The tea-tax is substantially nulMed in the Colonies, partlj 
by smuggling, and partly by non-importation and non-c(Nf^unp- 
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177B. Hon aereeinents. In England a drawback of the whole dnty Is 
reeved: and the East India Co. is allowed to export tea direct 
to the Colonies. The Colonies take imraediate steps to counter- 
work this project. A public meeting (3 Oct.) in Philadelphia 
protests against taxation by Parliament, and denounces " who- 
soever sliSl aid or abet in utitoadlng, reoeiving, or vending the 
tea" as "an enemy to his country. Town-meetings are nekl 
in Boston (3, B, 17, X8 Nov.) whicli adopt the Philadelphia reso- 
lutions, and call on the consignees of the tea to resign; and 
there is some rioting. The consignees petition the Gmvernor 
and Council (19 Nov.) to take measures to secure the tea; before 
the Council airiveat a dedsion one of the tea-ships arrives (27), 
and the Council notify the Govemoi" (38j that they will not be 
parties to an unconstitutional attempt to levy taxes. 

Neighboring towns sustain Boston. A "body" of peopleof 
Boston and the neighboring towns meet at Faneull Hall (89),- 
order the tea-ship to be moored at a certain wharf j and appoinl 
a euard of 2& to watch her. Another meeting is held 
{30), and the owners of the tea-shipa are compelled to 
promise to jend them back. The Governor, however, refuses 
to permit a clearance till the cargo ia landed. Two other tea- 
ships arrive and are taken into the people's custody like the 
other. The "body" reassembles (14 Dec.) and demands a 
deai-ance, which the coUector refuses till the cargoes are landed. 
The Governor refuses a similar demand, and a band of SO men, 
di^piised as Mohawks, board the tea-vessels and empty the 
cargoes of 343 chests of tea into the harbor (16 Dec). 

AtPhiladelphlathe captain of a tea-ship is persuaded to return 
to England without attempting to land his cargo (25 Dec). 

A steam-engine Is constructed in Fhiladelphia, the first In 
America, 
1/74 "The Gleneral Court of Massachusetts objects to the payment of 
Judges' salaries by the Crown; 4 of the Ave Judges promise to 
continue to take Uieir pay from the Province ; Oliver, fhe Chief- 
jugtlce, declines to do this, and the House Impeaches him; 
Lieut.-Gov. Hutchinson then prorogues the House. 

The petition of Massachusetts for the removal of Gov. Hut' 
chlnson is heard before the Privy Coundl (3B Feb.), and dis- 
missed as "groundless, scandalous, and vesatioue." 

On the action of Boston with regard to the tea becorainfr 
known in England (4 March), Farllameut, at the Instance of 
Lord North, and in spite of the opposition of Burke, passes (25 
March) the " Boston Port Bill," shutting up Boston Harboj*, 
and removing the seat of Government to Salem; also a bill for 
regulating the government of the Province which, In effect, 
abrogates the charter; also a hill providing for the trial in Eng- 
land of all pereoQS charged in the Colonies with murdere com- 
mitted in support of the Government. Burke moves to repeal 
the tea-tax, but without success. 

A tea-ship arrives at Sandy Hook (21 April), but tie pilots, 
under instructions from the <Atj Committee, refuse to bring faei' 
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18 chests of tea, which the people seize and empty Into the 

A tefushlp arrives at Charleston, 8. C. (21 April); the tea is 
landed, but being stored in damp oollars sooti becomes worthless. 

Gen. Gage, sent over as Governor of Massachusetts, with 4 
reglmenia, arrives in Boston (13 May). Massachusetta sends 
Paul Revere, a Boston mechanic and a " Son of Llber^," to 
New York and Philadelphia to invoke co-operation. Public 
meetings are held at Providence (17) and Newport (30) respond- 
ing to Boston, and suggesting a Continental Congress. 

A committee meeting in New York proposes a " Congress of 
deputies from the Colonies" (23 May), and wi'ites to Boston 
asking the committee there to nif a time and place of meeling. 
Similar meetings are held in Philadelphia (36), Annapolis, Md. 
(26), and Baltimore. 

The Connecticut Le^lature condemns the late Acts of Par- 
liament, and recommends a Continental Congress (34 May). 
The Virginia House of BurgesseaappolntslJune as a fastrday; 
and Philadelphia and other places do the same. Gov. Dun- 
more dissolves the Virginia House (36 May), wliereupon most of 
the members meet (37) and declare that an attack on one Col- 
ony is an attack on all. 

The General Court of Massachusetts meets at Boston (36May^ 
to elect counselors; Got. Gage adjourns It to Salem, where it 
meets (7 June), and recommends entire abstinence from British 
goods, requests the Grovernor to appoint a fast-day, and on his 
refusal appoints one itself, resolves that a Colonial Coiigres' h 
necessary in order to consult on the present state of the country, 
and sugKcsfs that it should be held at Phila. un the 1 Sep. Gov, 
Q^^, hearing of these proceedings, dissolves the Comt 
(17 June), andso ends the last provlnciai General Court of Mas- 
sachusetts. A public meeting in Boston (8 June) adopts the 
non-importation and non- consumption agreement, to begin T, 
Oct.. Other towns hold meetings in support of Massachusetts. 

Conventions and committees meet in the various Colonies ant 
appoint delegates to the Continental Congress (June-Aug.). 
Virginia resolves (1 Aug.) to import no more slaves, nor BriSsh 
goods, nor tea; N. Carolina passes similar resolutions (34 Aug.). 

The Governor of Massachusetts appoints counselors under 
the new Act, but they become objects of popular odium; a ses- 
sion of the superior Court is broken up, and Boston juries refuse 
to be sworn (Aug.). Guv. Gagn removes the seat of government 
from Salem back to Boston, begins to fortify Boston Neck, and 
sends soldiers to CharleSown toseizesomepowderbelondng to 
the Province (1 Sep.). A tumultuous assembly proceeds from 
Middlesex Co. to Cambridge, and compels several counselors t^ 
refdgn, A Convention held at Milton, Suffolk Co. (9 Sep.), 
resolves tha( " no obedience is due to either or any part of the 
recent Acta of Parliament, and eshorls all tax-collectors not to 
pay over money in their handa till a new government is organ- 
ized by the people of the Province. A copy of the resolution ia 
sent to the Congress at Phiiadelpliia. 

The flrat Continental Congress, of 53 delegates from 13 Pro- 
irtnces (GeorKla alone beinft gnrepreHnt^); meet& m Philadel- 
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l')74. phi& (6 Sep.), and elects Pey toD Kandolpb, of Va., president. 
The proceedings are secret, nothing to be published except by 
order; each Province la to have one vote. On receipt of the Suf- 
folk resolutions, ConeresE resolves to support Massachusetts. 
Con grees adopts a " Declaration of Colonial Kfghts," claiming 
the right of self-government, and enumerating 11 Acts of Par-

The Quakers of Philadelphia form the ilrst anti-slavery

Gen. Gage secretly despatches a force of 800 men to seize the 
stores and ammunition gathered by the patriots at Concord, IB 
April; Dr. Warren becomes infoi-med of the move, and Paul 
Revere is hastened to Concord to arouse the minute-men; Pit 
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, cairn, with the advaace-guard of tlia expediUon, reaches 
Lexington at dawn, 19, ancf finds TO minute-men, under Capt. 
Fai'ker, drawn up to oppose him; Pitcmrn calls the patriots 
rebels and on.lera thein to disperse; on their refusal ne com-

napolis, Md., wliere CongreBS is in session, and returns to it, 38, 
the commission it gave htm over eight years ago. He renders 
an account of his expenaes as Commander-in-Chief, amounting 
to about f 74,480, but declines to receive any compensation for 
his services, and seeks the retirement of hi^ farm.

Jersey, and Delaware only; finding themselves jxiwcrlcss for 
eflecttve work, the Commissioners adopt a report to be pre- 
sented to their respective States and to the Congress, ui%ing 
the calling of a general convention of delegates from alftho 
Stales to meet in Philadelphia, for a more eiitensive revision of 
the articles of confederation, on the second Monday in May, 
1787, During the year, delegtUies are appointed in all the States 
except Rhode Island. 

The committee of the Episcopal Convention, appointed to 
seciu^ the Episcopate for America, receive a reply from the 
Archbishoie of the Church of England early in the spring, 
declining compliance with the request until they are advised of 
the alterations proposed to be made in the prayer-book. At the 
meeting of the convention, 30 June, tlie committee is instructed 
to communicate the changes deemed necessary fur the Church 
In America. 

Congress, having failed to secure the consent of the States to 
Beveral measures designed to raise money to fund tlie national 
debt, makes another and modified call. The part of the plans 
which applied for internal tajies having met with gieater oppo- 
sition than any others, Congress now requests of the States 
authority to carry into effect those parts only which relate to 
Import duties. All the States except New York promptly 
comply, that State denying to the Federal Government the 
power to collect the duties, reserrfng to itself not only this right, 
but the right also of paying the duaes in Its own bills of credit.

known as the Salt Lake ; the party reach Fort Vancouver, on 
the Columbia River, the appointed terminus of bis jonmey, 4 
Nov. : six days lat«r they start on then- homeward journey, in 
which Tie contempiates a circiut to the south and south-east, 
and the explomtion of the great t>asin iKtween the Roclcy Moun- 
t^ns and the Sierra Nevai^. 

Daniel Webster resigns the Secretaryship of Stat* (May); the 
President appoints Huch S. Legare to succeed him (Jun^ ; on 
the sudden death of Mr. Legare, while attending the Bunker 
HIU celebration (17), the President calls Abel P. Upshur to the 
Department ot State. 

In Me^co the Assembly of Notables, convened by Santa 
Anna's order, draw uu a new constitution, known aa the bases 
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1848. of poUticsl orgftniuUJon of tue Mexican Bepublic, and (18 June) 
proclaim It; by it theRoman Catholic reli^on is to iK protected 
to tbo exduaion of all others^ the Preeideot is to tie elected for 
five years : the righls of citizenship can only be enjoyed by 
those who hare an annual income of at least |200; the first 
Congress of the new GoTernment U to asaemble in Jan. next. 

The completion of tbe Bunker Hill Monument, at Boston, is 
celebrated with & grand demonstration (17 June); the President 
and bis Cabinet participate, and Daniel Webster delivers one 
of the greatest orations of his life. 

A LiberU Party National Convention at Buffalo (SO Aug.)

1846. In pursuance of orders from the Secretary of War US Jan.), to 
advance from Corpus Chrisli to a point on the Rio Gi-audo 
opposite the city of Matamoras, because it was believed Mexican 
troops were gathering there for an invasion of Texas, General 
Taylor be^a the march early in March, jnd camps at Point 
Isabel, on the coast, 38 miles from Matamoras {25); he is im- 
mediately notified by the Mexican authorities tliat he is on 
foreign soil : leaving his stores there with 'Major Monroe and a 
force of 450 men, he pushes tlie remainder of tiis army (28) to 
the bank of the Rio Grande, where, under the superintendence of 
Capt. Mansfield, he erects a fort large enough to accommodate 
9,000 men, and names it Fort Brown, in honor of Major Brown, 
who is placed !n command there; the Mexican commandant 
fires the custom-house and other buildings at Point Isabel, oo 
the approach of our fleet. 

Another revolution in Mexico removes Gen. Herrera from the 
Presidenc-y and places Gen. Paredes in power; he sends Gen. 
Ampudia to Matamoras with a large force to drive the Americans 
beyond the Neuces; r^ching the aky (11 AprU), Ampudia notiflea 
Gen. Taylor the next day to withdraw his troops within 24 
hours; Taylor refuses, and Ampudia, falling to carry out his 
instructions, Is superseded by Gen. Arista, commander-in-chief 
of the northern dlylBion of the Mexican army (34). 

A force of Mexicans cross tlie river above and below the 
American camp, cutting ofT communication between Gen. Tay- 
loi'and his stores at Point Isaljel; Capt, Ker, with a squadron of 
dragoonSjissent to reconnoitre tietween the camp and the mouth 
of the river, while another squadron, under CapL Thornton, is 
Bent above for the same object; the former returns without hav- 
ing seen a hostile force, but the latter are suddenly surrounded 
(34 April) by a large bodj^ of Mexican infantry and cavalry, 
and after a skimusE in which sixteen Americans are killed, the 
remainder are made prisoners; this is the first engagement and 
the first shedding of blood in the Mexican war. 

Gen. Taylor leaves Fort Brown, ganisoned with a regiment 
of infantry and two companies of artillery (1 May), and marches 
the reminder of his ai'my to Point Isabel, then tlireatened by 
a force of 1,500 Mexicans; the Mexicans bombard Fort Brown 
(8), but the Americans silence theh: batteries; another attack. 
With reinforcements, la made (6), during which Major Brown is 
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, mortally wounded; theetgnal (heavy guns) la gtven to warn Gen, 
Taylor of the attack, anilCapt. Hawkins bikes coniinand. 

Heftiing the signal, Gen. Tayloi' leaves Point laabel (7), with 
a. Uttle over 3,000 men, to the relief of the ganison; he encoun- 
ters a Mexican army, 6,000 Btrong, under Arista, drawn up on 
the prairie ot Palo Alto (8), and gives them battle; the action 
lasts five horn's; tlie Mexicans are unable to stand tne destruc- 
tive fire of Rinprgold's, Churchtil's, Duncan's, and Eldgeley'a 
batteries, and fall bai.'k; Arista fails to rounloln the battle, au<J 
at dark tlie enemy give way and flee; the American loss is 
4 men and 3 officers killed, with 87 wounded; and the Mexican, 
200 killed, with 400 wounded. 

On the following day (9), the victorious Americans move 
toward Fort Brown; early in the evening they discover the 
enemy drawn up in battle aiTay in the ravine of B«saca de la 
Falma; a vigorous action immediately ensues: Capt. May dia- 
tlnguiahes himself by leading a chai'ge upon-the enemy's artil- 
lery and capturing it, along with Gen. La Vega, its commander; 
the infantry are ordered to charge the endre Mexican line; the 
Mexicans resist stubbornly for a while, but soon become panic- 
stricken, and precipitately flee; the Americans capture eight 
pieces of artillery, several standards, large military stores, and 
over 100 prisoners, and lose in killed and wounded 110, while 
the Mexican loss Is estimated at 1,000; Fort Brown suafains a 
bombardment for 160 hours before Gen. Taylor reaches it: he 
crosses tlie Rio Grande, drives the Mexican troops frou Mata- 
moi'as, and takes possession of the city (18). 

Early in the snrhig, Capt. Frdmont leaves his companions in 
the valley of the San Joaquin, and startsaione for Monterey, the 
capital of Upper California; when near the city, his advance is 
chetied by a detachment of Mexican troops who order him to 
quit the country immediately; he refuses, seeks his men, and, 
retiring to the summit of Hawk's Peak, erects a rade fort, over 
which ne hoists the American flag: after remidning here a brief 
epell, he resumes his journey up tne valley of tlie Sacramento 
into tfregon; there he is surprised by a secret messenger fiom 
the Secretary of "War, notifying him of the tiouble with Mexico, 
and asking him to watoh the (Tovernment's interests in Califor- 
nia; he at once returns to California (June), arouses all the 
American Bettlera In ttie vicinity of San Francisco Bay, captiu^es 
a Mexican fort and garrison, 9 cannon and 350 muskets, at 
Sonoma Pass (IS), andadvancing to Sonoma, defeats the Mexi- 
can Gen, Castro, driving the Mexicans from that region: the 
American Califomians, under his leadership, declare tnem- 
selves independent (6 July), and place him at the head of their 
alTairs; Commodore Sloat houibarils and captures Monterey (7), 
and Commodore Montgomery takes possession of San Frandaco 
(B); Commodore Stockton arrives (15), and with Fiemont's force 
captures lios Angeles (17 Aug.); Gen. Kearney pushes forward 
to that dty, and unites (27 Dw.) with Stockton and Fremoid for 
the conquest of Callfornin. 

While these events are In progress, Congress declares (11 
May) that by the act of the Republic of Mexico, a state ol war 
exists between that Government and the U. B.; authorizes ttte 
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Preaident to raise 50,000 troops, and (18) appropriates (10,000,000 
to carry on tho war; the Mexican Congress declares war against 
tile U. S. (23); San^ Anna emei^ies from exile in Cuba, is per- 
mitted by President Polk to pass the blockade, and, reacliing 
the city of Mexico (15 Sept.), declines the proffered Presidency 
and assumes the military command. 

At a council of war (15 May), the Secretary of War and (5en. 
Soott plan a great cam^ign for the army and navy; the Uen. 

Eroposes to attacic Mexico with a fleet on the Paciflc Coast, to 
ivade New Mexico from Fort Leavenworth, and Old Mexico 
on the North from Texas. 

The President sends a messM^e to Congress {i Aug.) propos- 
ing to open negotiations with Mexico, ana asking an appropriu-

At Matamoras, Gen, Taylor receives reinforcements and pre-

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ISQO. Hoiuitains, at the head of the nation. An election camp^a 
unrivalled io the history of America ensues; on both sioM 
oratois of the hlKheat order take the platform, tlie pulpit, and 
the stiini]!. Such men as Wendell PlilUlps, Henry Ward Itee- 
ctier, and William Lloyd Gai-riaon eome out flat-footed as 
Abolitionist sj and on the other hand such men as Williani L. 
Gancey urge the Southern sympathizei-a "by one organized, 
concerted actioo.to precipitate the Cotton States into revolution." 
Throughout the campaign the idea of Secession as a result of 
the election of Abraham Lincoln is discussed freely in speeches, 
at public meetiiiG;^, and in the press of certain dUtrlcts. The 
Idea, at flrst merely hinted, steadily gains ground, and measures 
lookinz towai-d such an aitemaUve are carefully cimaidered. 
The ^utherners Inveigh loudly against what they call North- 
em duplicity; their complaint being that, while the fiepublicans 
profess that theh' anxiety is that Slavery should not be per- 
mitted tn any new Stateor Territory, they are in I'eality Intent 
on destroying the Slave-system of the South, the system by 
which the chief industries of the South, the sugar and cotton 

■culture, are conducted. As the day of election draws near, 
the conflict waxes more fierce; the South openly declares 
through her Senators .and Congressmen, through her news- 
papers, and in public and private meetings, that " the die is now 
cast, " and that if the Republicans elect theh- President, the

Major Anderson and his men march out of Fort Sumter (14

The President expounds the meaning-of thisproclama- 
tioninthe following; Message to Congress: " In giving freedom 
to the slave, we assure freedom to the free, honorable ahke 
in what we give, and what we preserve. We shall nobly save, 
or meanly lose, the last best hope of earth. The way is plain, ■ 
peaceful, glorious, juat — a way which, if followed, the world 
will forever applaud, and God must forever bless." 

The slaves having been decided (Dred Scott's case) to be 
property, could be confiscated by the army, the same as any 
other property, as " contraband of war," and had been so de- 
clared by Gen. Butler. After the capture and confiscation of 
this property, the question of its disposilion becamean embar- 
rassing one to the generals in the field, aaA this proclamation 
made the captured slave a freedman.
